1. On 9 December 1945 agents' ot this detaenment appre- 

hended 'DANIfECKER Theo in Bad Tol^ at 2300 hourn. Preliminaiw 
interrogation shows that subject was born in Tubingen on 27/3/ 
1913 : his last address was Hofer Krxes Zelle Gutshof Singer; 
was a member of the NSDAP since 1S32; member of the Allgemeine 
SS since 1932, highest rank Haupeturmfuhrer: was employed by 
SD working under RSHA Berlin Ampt IV: served in Berlin, France , 
Sofia, Italy and Hungary; miesion was SD agent handling Jewish 
questiooe, working under Obersturinbannfuhrer Eichaiann, Adolph^ 
Aupt 4 .V from 1940 to 1942 subject was coimnanding officer 

of SD in uijon ana Bargundia, Prance: from January to September 
1942 he wae asa^-ntant to tne Polish attaches in Sofia, after 
wnich h» was transferred to Italy where he was commanding off- 
icer of the SD dienst in Verona, under Gruppenfuhrer Dr* Haster: 
he was riven the mission in Sofia and Verona to apprehend all 
Jc7«'s for transport to Germany: in February 1944 he left Italy and 
was sent by Berlin SD RzziiJi to Budapest, Hungary, where his 
Biission was to work out the transportation difficulties arising 
from tne large numbers of Jews to be deported: in January 1945 
became liaison officer between Berlin RSHA Ampt IV and Htmgarian 
•gendarmerie; in February 1945 he was transferred from Ampt IV 

to Ampt I RSHA; in April 1945 he received orders from SS Ober- 
fuhrer Bhrlinger, Chief Ampt I, to proceed to Stuttgart to bol- 
ster German morale and to continue resistance by the people: 
upon approach of the Americana he volunteered for the Wehrwolf 
move:;.cnt unu served in tne Black Aorcst# Itiesee, Preadenstadt 
and SEiint ilergen, with approximately 20 volunteers serving under 
him: he falsified German ariny discharge papers, remaining in 
Saint Bergen as that was his assigned territory for Wherewolf 
activities: subject admits that he hud personal contact with 
Kaltenbranner in Berlin in February 1945. Subject is ulso wanted 
by Military Government court officer in Bau Tola for questioning 
concerning the murder of one of hie cnildreu, for which crime 
hit< v,-5.fe ie no?? under arrest. 

2. It te Euggested that subject be transferred to 
IntelligcuCs Center for detailed interrogation concerning his 
SD activities.

On 20 December 43 at 0050 hours Don&eckor was connittsd to ths 
iiatsgoricht jail by CIO, 

CIO called n:y attv.ntion to the fact 'that this was* a dazigorous laajir^ 
a high rankieg S3 and SD« I also was told that this man had writing to 
do all day« A room was to be put at his disposal, if it could not be 
locked a guard was to be placed there. I said X had an empty oellf 
woxild have it boated assd would give Dauaocker a typewriter and paper* 
CIO ans7/ered that this would be good, I took Dannecker to cell Ho. 7 
which was occupied by 4 politic:! prisoners. I had cell Ho, 6 heated, 
got a t;>pov.'rit cr and papor. At 0S30 hours I took Pannecker from cell 
Ho, 7 to cell Ho. 6, He worked there till 1130 hours, then was taken 
back to c-;ll Ho, 7 by rse for his dlnnor. At 1330 hours while I was 
in the jail boll upstairs, Pannecker knocked on the cell door calling 
to cr cEcl soyicG that ho wanted to return to cell Ho, 6 to continue 
work, I took Drnnocker back to cell Ho, 6 and lacked it well. At’ 
about 1500 hours i tjadc a round with the jail doctor Wlocer. I took 
the doctor frora cell to cell and also reported this man to hinV Comiiig 
to the cell I told the doctor that this was a dongerour SS and SD man., 
unlocked cell Ho. 6 and saw Dannecker hanging from the ccdl v/lhdow 
with a rope around his neck. 

IDr. fviener ia-nodiately cut the rope with :ny knife and we laid the 
dead mn oii the bed. Dr, ’"iotrior tried artificial respiration and then 
told mo it -as too late, I iiiniodiatQly reported the matter to Capt, 

Lutz wfcx at the time war. trying a case In court, 

Gapt, Lutz interrupted the trial and immediately went up to the 
ce.ll with no to ezamixa the dead man, -Oapt. Lutz conversed with Dr, 
Viorocr v'hich lUrthor steps were to -be taken*

Frota that tine on until August 19^0 I was enployed in the 
Heichssicherheit shauptamt (main office for Heich security, 
abbreviatsd RSiHA) within the office of the SS-Ctoersturmbaxm- 
fiihrer Adolf Bichmann. I was so to speak the liaison man to the 
Heich lesLgue or jews in Germany ~ Dr, Spstein - and also - e.g* 
as to the first censorship of telegrams to be sent abroad with 
regard to Jevlsh enigratio:. I was the liaison man to the office 
of parson Griibor at Berlin. I was ;?lso in charge of looking 
through the proof sheets of the "Jvidischen Nachrichtenblattes" 
(Jewish newspaper), 

In the forepart of Septeabei/ x was transferred to the 
commander of the security police and of the SD in Brance, Paris-. 
Avenue ?och. The couLmnder was the then SS-Sturabannfuhrer 
Dr. Frochen, his representative was 3 S~Sturmbannfuhrer Lischke. , 
After I had been active there as an informant until the end of 
October 1940 (?) end only occupied myself v.lth collecting 
Jev.dsh registers and similar tar^-*.'^, I was then ordered to head 
the section "'Jevish question" of the above mentioned office. 

"■hile on this job I had to do with the police department of 
Paris, director Francois, with the so-called "Police antijuivc” 

( \nti- Jevish colice),' director Sch.veblin, as well as vlth the 
"Institut d'etude des ..aestiorjs juives" (Institute for the studr 
of the Jewish questions) in Paris, director captain on half pay 
Gfezille, Of course, as far as my office was oraored to take part 
in passing laws against Jev/s by tlie Military Governor of Franc 
I also bad connection vlth the officials of that office, e, g. 
with Dr. Stotz (or Storts) and his collaborators. 

Once in a while I also had to do with the German embassy Ir 
Paris, the embassy councillor Achenbach and sometimes also with 
ambassador Abetz. 

I believe it was during the first months of the year 19^2 
when the negotiations between my then boss Dr, Knochen and tJ 3 e 
French minister of the i. terior Pierre Pucheu had come to a 
conclusion that Stateless Jews, respectively Jews of former 
Polish, Czechoslovakian and Austrian nation^ity were taken to 
camps in the Reich area by trains. The French police respective! 
gendari-nery had at that time camps at Drancy, Pithiviers and 
Beaune la Rolanie. I caruiot tell how many were taken to the Peic 
area at that Hme, The Paris police department could give inf p jTr. 
mati on with exact nunbers. . — — ~

Interrogation of DAIliTEKER. Theodor, on 9 December 1945, 
revealed that subject was bora in Tubingen on 27/3/1915. His 
last address was Jiofer Kreis, Zelle Gutshof Singer. He Was a 
ne;nb9r of the NSDAP since 1952, 



Subject served in the SS Verf^ungstruppo Elwangen as SS 
nar. frorp. J.954 until 1937 at vfhich tine He was transferred to the 
SD at Stuttgart for service as an informant. In 1959 he had the 
rank of Oberscharfuhrer, In 1939 he v/as sent to Poland by the 
SD to organize the transfer of approximately 4,000 Austrian Jews 
to concentration camps located in* the Galicia region. Around 
^§p^ecgp^sj^^l959 he >vas transferred to Berlin ana assigned to 

Danneker worked in Berlin until 1940 when he was transferred 
to Paris, France, where he worked at the Gestapo headquarters on 
Foch avenue and at SD headquarters as specialist in Jewish prob- 
lems, He arranged for the transfer of French Jev/s to concentra- 
tion camps. In Paris his immediate superios was SS Sturmfuhrer 
I-h:n.chnn/ 

Early in 1942 he v/as transferred to Dijon, where he v/as in 
charge of the Gestapo and SD in the Durgundia region. In January 
1945 hs v/as transferred to Sofia, Bulgaria, and appointed assistant 
to the German police attachee^ again in charge of the transport 
of Jews to the Reich, estimates that lie turned over 11,000 
Jews, In September 1943 he was sent to Verona. Italy, where he 
worked under Gruppenfuhrer Dr. Raster. He left Italy in February 
1944 and returned to Berlin, from where he was sent to Budapest 
to supervise the transfer of Jev/s to Germany. In Budapest he was 
the liaison officer to the Hungarian -police general. 

He returned to Berlin in January 1945 and was’ transferred 
from AHFT IV to RSIL\ Ampt I. In April he received orders from 
S3 Oborfuhrer Ehrlingor to precede to Suttgart to bolster German 
morale and continue resistance. I'pon approach of the allies he 
volunteered for the lehiavolf movement and led approxinately 20 
volunteers in the Black forest and Saint Hergen. He falsified' .
